And, last but very important, 
programs are far better than any- 


thing which we have known. The/J 


greatest artists in the world, and the 
finest orchestras, are at the service 
of the radio listeners. 

Broadcasting stations are assigned 
frequencies ten kilocycles apart. It 
is perfectly possible to separate these 
on a selective receiver even if one 
station is producing a rather strong 
signal, and the adjacent one a fair- 
ly weak signal. The quality which 
can be obtained from existing sta- 
tions is excellent—unless one of them 
happens to wander off its assigned 
frequency—-but then we need traffic 
policemen to keep automobiles from 
colliding in the streets, and it is not 
too much to expect that the radio di- 
visions of the government will simi- 
larly keep the stations on their as- 
signed frequency. Many stations are 
putting in master oscillator systems 
often crystal controlled, whereby they 
will be kept rigidly and precisely on 
their assigned frequencies.

One of the most friendly and consid- 
erate measures ever proposed by the Cana- 
dian government with respect to the United 
States, and one that will be greatly appre- 
eee by our law-abiding people, is that 

which the Dominion Parliament contem- 
plates with respect to bootleggers and 
smugglers plying their nefarious traffic 
across the American border. 

This action, if taken, will be the result 
of an investigation by a special commis- 
sion appointed by the Canadian House of 
Commons. The commission has made a 
report recommending a complete change 
in Canada’s tolerant attitude toward boot- 
leggers who have been shipping large quan- 
tities of poisonous beverages into this coun- 
try. The report invglves some of the lead- 
ing officials of Montreal in most scandalous 
proceedings. An official of the customs 
department of that city is charged with 


sending gifts of -whisky taken from the 


King's warehouse to the Minister of Cus- 
toms of Ottawa as well as two members 
of the Civil Service Commission from which 


jhe was seeking official favors. This latter 


act in itself has no direct connection, of 
course, with bootlegging across the border, 
but it reveals the venality prevalent in the 
territory of our northern neighbor, and this 
venality has paved the way for bootleg- 
ging on a large scale, for it is evident that 
not only have its sworn officers been rec- 
reant to their duty, but have aided and 
abetted those who have been breaking our 
laws. The commission recommends that 
the Canadian government cooperate with 
Washington in stopping the booze leaks 
along the border. In fact, a Washington 
dispatch says that this co-operation already 
has begun and a new Canadian activity 
and concentration of mounted police on and 
near the American line is the result of a 
tentative agreement made with the Domin- 
ion authorities in recent conferences. 
‘Referring to what the investigators have 


says that it is “the most shocking state 
of affairs ever exposed in a Dominion gov- 
ernment department.” A system of ras 
cality has been built up and the country 
has been betrayed by gangs of smugsiess 
to the amount of $30,000,000; a year. 

There has been some doubt as to the suf. 
ficiency of existing Canadian legislation to 
prohibit the illegal export of intoxicating 
liquors into the United States. To the ex- 
tent that it is insufficient the commission 
recommends that it be amended and that 
regulations be made as soon as possible 
prohibit clearances being granted to ves- 
sels carrying liquor as cargo from a Cana- 
dian port to a United States port, such reg- 
ulations to make an exception in favor of 
liquor being imported into the United 
States in accordance with the laws of this 
country. 

It has been a matter of regret to many 
Americans that the proposed reciprocity act 
favored by President Taft was rejected by 
Congress. Had it been in effect of late 
years there would have been closer co-op- 
eration between Canada and this country 
in the matter of the regulation of {illicit 
and unauthorized trade. 
have been so much at the mercy of north- 
ern bootleggers, and Canada doubtless 
would have been able to collect a large 
part of the 330,000. 000 it has lost annually 
through smuggling. 

No doubt it has been because of that loss 
that Canada has been awakened to the 
need of reciprocal action in regard to boot- 
legging,-the idea being that if Canada helps 
us to suppress the bootlegger we should be 
willing to help her suppress the smuggler. 
Reciprocity of this kind will do more to 
strengthen the relations of the two coun- 
tries than anything else that can be done 
at present. If we cannot have general trade 
reciprocity, let us, at least, have this kind. 
and may there be no delay in establish- 
ing it.

GRANDEST CAPITAL 
Proud as they now are of their na 
tional capital, the American people will be 
still prouder when the new Washington 
Park and Planning Commission has com- 
pleted the work it began recently and the 
splendid and harmonious development of 


ithe beautiful city by the Potomac bas been 


successfully carried out. Congress, in its 
recent session, created this commission to 
succeed earlier bodies of similar charac- 
ter and appropriated $50,000,000 to be spent 
in Washington im the next five years for 
new buildings. Fourteen million dollars 
also has been appropriated for the Arling- 
ton Memorial Bridge to span the Potomac 
from the foot of the Mall to the Virginia 
shore, and other provision has been made 
for parks and winding roadways leading 
to various parts of the city. 

Washington will gain greatly in grandeur 
by the execution of this work, which will 
make it the most magnificent city, as a 
seat of govefnment, ever built by man. 
This new magnificence will involve no lit- 
tle destruction. Many temporary buildings 
were erected during the war. Of these, 
two that were used by the Navy Depart- 
ment were so much better than the rest 
that after the war they were not aban- 
doned and are still occupied. But these 
as well as the others stand in the path of 
proper development, and it is agreed that 
they must go. — 

Six hundred thousand dollars will be ex- 
pended this year for land.

The skulls prove it, 
particularly by the upper incis- 
ors, which invariably show the 
scoop-shaped grooves common to 
the Mongols. — 3 
The Gambling Stone 
Now the indefatigable author 
ity, working day and night on the 
subject, has unearthed an arti- 
fact which establishes that these 
original Americans drifted hither 
from Asia. This specimen, sup 
plying the missing chapter in 
their remarkable story, is a gam- 
bling stone like those of India 
and Siam.. Carved from a milk- 
white substance resembling 
moonstone, about four inches 
long and beautifully symmetrical, 
it is studded with nobs which 
must have indicated numbers and 
fixed the gains or losses in the 
game of chance, in which it was 
spun like a top. No other such 
object is known ever to have been 
found on this side of the Mother 
of Waters and ‘it is prized. 
Another disclosure in the San- 
ta Barbara Valley, become rec- 
ognized as the oldest and leading 
archeological field on the conti 
nent, is the most antiquated met- 
ate with its accompaniment of 
two handstones. The Methuselah 
of mortars is a large, hard, flat, 
irregular boulder worn down in 
the center from the action of the 
smaller ones in crushing acorns 
for the gruel upon which the 
Chumash of that remote period 
mainly subsisted. Partial disin- 
tegration and other circumstances 
fix its past status. Equally ar- 
chaic metates were lost after dis- 
covery, falling apart at touch of 
the hand. The comparatively 
light rainfall of the region, where 
rock is almost imperishable, is a 
factor to be considered in com- 
puting the age of such objects. 
Dr. Rogers is engaged in plac- 
ing his finds in the Santa Bar- 
bara Museum’of Natural History, 
and that institution will have a 


matchless collection, by far the 
best extant, thus assuming a po- 
sition of international promi- 
nence. The director, Norton Stu- 
art, has ‘rendered invaluable 
service in aiding the eminent 
scientist, who has performed a 
prodigious amount of wearisome 
physical labor with pick and 
shovel, preferring not to run the 
risk of breakage of artifacts by 
inexperienced persons. The Mu- 
seum of the American Indian, 
Heye Foundation, New York, also 
has a good collection, having 
been first in the fleld, but subse- 
quent disclosures excel the otb- 
ers; and almost every week 
brings to light something of spe 
cial importance. 

When these nomads from afar 
reached the halcyon Santa Bar- 
bara shore cannot be determined, 


from the very conservative Rog 
ers figure of 12,000 years ago to 


many times that far back. Dr. 


Rogers has done something even 
more interesting than settling 
dates by painstakingly grouping 
the periods of change among the 
Chumash during their occupation 
of the valley into four distinct 
cultures—a task almost incom- 
prehensible. It is a record of 
marked advancement. 


Prehistoric Culture 


“By cultural intervals only 


can we determine those times 
in which they lived and devel- 
oped,” said he. “As with our 
New England forefathers, the 
spinning-wheel and pick were re 
placed after a long period by 
the sewing machine and plough, 
marking the beginning of a new 


archeological estimates varying culture in their existence, so did 


these Chumash of Santa Barbara 


show their progress by their 
artifacts; but this was intermin- 
ably slower than with our an- 
cestors, each culture covering a 
period of centuries, and the first 
lasting for a far greater time 
than all the others. 

“Down in Mexico we do not 
find this growth demonstrated by 
one people. There were the Tol- 
tecs, who were overcome by the 
Maya, and these in time sup 
pressed by the Aztecs. Thus, 
there was either extinction or 
divergence of new races, where 
as among the Chumash, and also 
the Mayflower contingent, there 
is no trace of any invasion by 
an outside people. The rugged 
mountains cupping the Santa 
Barbara Valley close down to the 
sea no doubt served as a natura! 
barrier to protect the first com-

Cabrillo’s Record 

There can have been but haif 
the number Vizcaino jotted down, 
Dr. Rogers estimates, though he 
says every page of Cabrillo's 
chronicle is eloquent of the fact 
that from Gaviota Pass to the 
Rincon the coast was thickly 
populated. The villages already 
discovered and crowding every 
available spot having the required 
setting bear out Cabrillo’s record. 

“Between that time and the 


advent of the Spanish occupa 
tion, during the closing years of 


the eighteenth century, a dire 
calamity overtook the Chumash,” 
says Dr. Rogers. “It may have 
been an invading force that de- 
parted again. No early historian 
seems to have delved into the 
nature of this catastrophe; but 
the teeming, happy, carefree 
throngs of dancing natives de 
scribed and loved by Cabrillo’s 
chronicler had dwindled in the

fornia. And they are but little 
over 100 miles from Los Angeles, 
largest city of the West. 
Mishopshnow red 100 acres, 
now planted to fruit, near Cam 
pinteria, nine miles south of Bas 
ta Barbara. The ‘pivotal’ mound 
occupies five acres and designates 
the first culture. Step by step, 
the subsequent. cultures ranged 
outward toward the shore, having 
started four miles inland.

Afterward houses were made 
of poles set n circles thirty feet 
in diameter, bent dome shape, 
and this frame wrapped with 
withes.

The second culture, gradually 
disappearing about the time of 
the founding of Rome, evolved 
the basket mortar, never made 
elsewhere on the globe.

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Relic of Early West 
Survives in Hogans of 
_ Arizona’s Aborigines 


By Jim Powers 
ITH the advent of the automobile the romanti 
West is becoming nothing but a memory. The 
great open spaces still exist, but the colorful 
inhabitants, immortalized in fiction, are becoming rap- 
idly modernized and are swapping their six-shooters for 
radios and spare tires. 
The Navajo Indians on the 
reservation in Arizona offer an 
exception to the general trend. 
The twentieth century has 
brought but little change in their 
routine of life. They remain a 
primitive race set apart by them- 
selves and content to live accord- 


leave the family jewels in an un- 
guarded spot. However, to doubt 
their honesty is to invite whole 
sale pilfering. 

Call on Great Spirit 
As a race they are intensely 
religious and pray for everything | 
in sight. While working in a 
picture they call upon the Great 
Spirit to bless everything from 

the still camera to the thirteenth 
assistant director. They do not 
practice public worship in the 
manner of their more civilized 
brethren of the pale race. They 
revere nature gods and their 
weird dances serve as @ means 
of religious supplication. The 
dance to the Fire God, held once 
every four years, is one of the 
most spectacular of their numer- 
ous sacred festivals. From all 
over the reservation they trek to 
the locality selected for the cere 
monſes, which last several days. 
There is a marked contrast be- 
tween the Navajos and their an- 
cient enemies, the Hopis. The 
latter are a race of cliff dwellers 
making their headquarters in 
Tuba City. Years ago bitter 
warfare was waged between the 
two tribes with the Navajos in- 
variably the conquerors. They 
eventually drove the Hopis to 
the high mesas after first almost 
annihilating them. An ingrained 
sense of fear still lurks in the 
heart of the Hopi for his more 
warlike neighbor, although a. 
spirit of peace now prevails 


nome 10,000,000 acres, has a red 
population of approximately 38, 
000. Unlike many other tribes 
the Navajos as a rule do not live 
in communities but are spread 
out over the vast territory set 
. aside for them. by the United 
States government. “Hogans,” 
the primitive homes of the In- 
dians, and a few trading posts 
are the only signs of human habi- 
tation in this broad desert coun- 
try. 
To utilize these strange people 
fm the large numbers required 
for the filming of “The Last 
Frontier”. the Metropolitan Pic 
tures Corporation dispatched Di- 
rector George B. Seitz and his 
troupe of screen players and pro- 
duction aides hundreds of miles 
into the desolate region. Bucks, 
squaws and papooses numbering 
approximately 1500 were used in 
the Indian sequences; the attack 
oo the wagon train and the pil- 
laging of the settlement town. 


Education Is Bugaboo 
~ Dozens of interpreters were 
necessary in relaying instructions 
to the small army of copper-hued 
“actors.” Probably the most pic 
turesque of these interpreters 
was George Bancroft, whose real 
name is Iron Tooth and who 1 
the son of Hostes Tees Nez, 
famed Indian scout who served 
with Kit Carson. Bancroft is 
one of the headmen of the tribe 
and a valued lieutenant to In- 
dian Agent Walker, stationed at 
Tube City. . : 
He spent four years at the gov- 
ernment school in Santa Fe and 
finished his education with three 
years at Riverside. He is one of 
the few Navajos to take the * Ee 
_ white man's ways seriously. „ 
Education, according to Parson 
Smith, preacher of the plains, is 
the bugaboo of the Indians and 
they must be coerced into at- 
tending school. In their estima 


The Navajo does little if any 
Writing, as the language is strie. 


od for written expression. Leg- 
ends are handed down from 
father to son by word of mouth, 
thus perpetuating family tradi- 
tions. Catholic missionaries on 
the reservation at one time com- 
piled a dictionary of the Navajo 
lingo, but the natives failed to 
take it seriously. 

Their sense of honor and per- 
sonal pride has been developed 
to = decided degree albeit with 
@ peculiar twist. It they feel 
they ere not suspected of dis 
honorable traits, one can safely 


go in enthusiastically for trans- 
portation, many of them owning 
their own trucks. Farming with 
them is another big item and 
they turn in bumper crops each 
year.

Sixty-five years ago the govern-

The name of Kit Car- 
son is now reverently cherished 
by the redmen that once opposed 
him so strenuougly. 
Tribe Grows Wool 

Sheep-raising is the leading 
industry among the “Navvies.” 
Their flocks roam freely over the 
torrid sagebrush country tended 
by the squaws and the younger 


children. The “buck” as a rule 


is lazy and shiftless and not 
overly intrigued by any sort of 
effort bordering on manual labor. 
This throws the brunt of the 
hard work on the substantial 
shoulders of the squaws. 0 
From the sheep the wool for 
the famous Navajo biankets is 


obtained. In every “hogan” | 


(which is the Navajo for house) 
the loom is one of the most high- 
ly prized possessions. Consider- 
ing their primitive methods of 
weaving, it is truly remarkable 
the beautiful designs they work 
into their handicraft. The finan- 
clel returns from the sale of 
these biankets fepresent one of 
their greatest sources of income. 

After shearing, the wool is 
packed in burlap sacks with a 
250-pound: capacity and trans 
ported to Joe Lee’s Trading Post 
at the Gap. There the pictur- 
esque Indian trader, who has 
spent nearly fitty years among 
the Indians on the reservation, 
weighs it and credits their vari- 
ous accounts. They draw against 


these for the necessities of life

Speaking of truants calls attention to the fact that 
school-boys are often seen at matinees.

Then there is the objectionable type of matines 
male. The usherettes are wary of him. They have been 
warned against him and have met him before. He nearly 
always comes of a Monday. This is the sidewalk sheik. 
He comes to the theater partly to be amused, but mostly 
to get acquainted with some girl. He has the week be- 
fore him and wishes to “get dated up.” Vaudeville the- 
aters have more complaints from women patrons on Mon- 
day than any other day. In fact, that is just about thé 
only day when fresh young men inflict their presence on 
their feminine vaudeville neighbors. 

However, usually the male of the species at a mati- 
nee is an exemplary person. He has a dollar and a hour 
to spare and uses them to good advantage in search of 
‘amusement. He chooses the vaudeville shows instead of 
the movies, apparently because he can see at least two 
or three complete acts in the time at hand, while such a 
haphazard call at a picture theater would find him in 
the center of a film. | 

Vaudeville is after all the average man’s most satis- 
factory amusement. An occasional musical comedy or 
45 is welcome, but in a vaudeville bill there seems to 

If one act is very bad the next may be 
very good, and so the average is maintained. 

It doesn’t surprise us that men like vaudeville. 
They are less susceptible to flights into the realm of the 
highbrow than are women.

FANCHON-MARCO DEVIATIONS 

Fanchon and Marco of West Coast 
Ihehters were the first to deviate 
from the set rule of prologues that 
was introduced in Los Angeles by, Mr. 
Grauman. Their task was of a dif- 
ferent nature and involved the sup- 
plying of fifty-two different stage 
spectacies yearly as a prelude to pic- 
tures of every known variety, whereas 
Mr. Grauman had, at the Egyptian, 
but two or three spectacles to pro- 
duce annually. 

Though trained in the show busl- 
ness, Fanchon and Marco forgot for 
the time being more than three years 
ago when they first became asso- 
ciated with West Coast that they were 
other than artists, and commenced 
producing presentations that com- 
bined a.dash of opera, the spice of 
vaudeville and the essence of musical 
comedy, leaving drama entirely ta the 
film itself. They constantly sought 
innovations and soon were excelling 
im exhibitions of a spontaneous type 
intended to be displayed at numerous 
theaters, at first considered a dan- 
gerous experiment but which has 
been proved as sound business many 
times since.

the Americans in 1846, feigned to see in this 
strange disappearance of the brig’s cannon 
the first hostile move of mythical conspira- 
tors who were evidently plotting a new re- 
bellion against Uncle Sam. Instead of re- 
porting the matter to his immediate supe 


terey, citing the theft as proof that the Bar- 


barenos were about to rise massacre 
Uncle Sam’s valiant garrison, doubtlessly 
by bombarding it with the same lethal wea- 
pon that they had so unceremoniously lift- 


once before against Uncle Sam, and there 
fore might do so again; so he determined 
to teach the Swrenos (Southern Califor- 
nians) to eschew revolutions and the lug 
ging off of stray cannon and firearms in 
general. On May 31, 1848, he therefore 
issued a stern decree—Military Order 
36, signed by his Adjutant-General, 


W. T. Sherman, Third United States Ar 
tillery—later so famous as a general in our 
Civil War—fmposing a fine of $600 on the 
town of Santa Barbara for its failure to re- 
iurn the cannon or name or produce the 
lifters thereof; said fine to be raised by « 
head-tax of two dollars levied on all male 
Barbarenos over twenty years of age, the 
balance to be obtained by a pro rate levy 
on family heads according to the value of 
their possessions. If the money was not 
forthcoming, their was to be 


plied on the $600 fine. 
was directed to proceed to Santa Barbara 
and see that this was duly effected, and the 
naughty Barbarenos taught not to monkey 
with your Uncle Sam any further. 

When the appalling news of this terrible 
fine reached the Barbarenos, vast consterna- 
tion fell upon them all, followed by intense 
indignation most volubly expressed in nu- 
merous blighting Spanish cuss-words anent 
‘loco American soldiers, especially Lippitt— 
but not so loudly that this fussy martinet 
za ght hear them, as he warily Sherlock 
HMolmesed about Santa Barbara, nightly ex- 
recting a full-fledged revolution to jump out 
en to him from behind some bush. | 

„Ha!“ gritted the Barbarenos, is it not 
of a truth bad enough to be taxed for mil- 
lions of cannons used to conquer us? But, 
no, senor—these tyrant Americans must 
now add insult to injury by accusing us—us, 
caballeros of high honor and unsullied chiv- 
alry, of stealing!”

So gallant Colonel Stevenson laughed, 
and then duly orated, whilst that eminent 
American Angeleno Stephen C. Foster trans- 
lated his words into Spanish, amidst uni- 
versal applause; and that memorable day 
was brought to a happy close by a splendid 
baile (ball,) in which all the famous beau- 
ties of Santa Barbara and such of the male 
Barbarenos and Americano soldiers as had 
not yet been put hors-du-combat by un mar 
de copitas (a sea of drinks,) gaily danced 
all evening, while the Americano brass 
band used up all the Spanish airs in its 
repertoire. 


Truly, it was a large and most moment - 


ous occasion; and the Quinientos Pesos 


were soon paid in, and July turned over to 
the American army quartermaster there, to 
be held on deposit; as Governor Mason had 
lately been told that it wus not Barbarenos 
that had made off with the lost cannon; and 
therefore he now ordered the money held in 
escrow, to be returned to the citizens if 
they could prove that they were not in- 
volved in this cannon larceny, or would 
name the parties guilty thereof.

Care of the Baby 
The Glandular System 


medical theory. The glands of the body 
have suddenly assumed an importance and a 
dominance in therapy that was before un- 
thought of. The discussion has been a popu- 
lar subject. Invariably, however, its pres- 
entation has been exclusively confined to 
adults, especially the very aged. 

The glandular system in the child is of 
greater importance than in the adult. 
Where, in the adult, it determines the de- 
gree of health and resistance, in the child 
it not only determines health but also gov- 
erns every vital faculty, together with his 
future growth and development. | 

During illness the glands are usually the 
first structures affected. The enlarged 
thymus gland inflamed and _ enlarged 
tonsils, are common symptoms of childhood. 

Although the lymph glands of the neck 
and groin, together with the tonsils, are the 
first to become affected during illness, very 
frequently the disturbance extends to the 
ductiess glands as well. 

The function of these glands is somewhat 
different in childhood from what it is in 
adult life. Some glands are dominant 
throughout childhood, springing into activity 
on the approach of adolescence. Others 
atrophy with adolescence, their function be- 
ing almost exclusively confined to childhood. 

For instance, the thymus gland, a gland 
situated in the upper portion of the chest 
wall or the inferior area of the neck, governs 
the physiological activity of growth, intelll- 
gence, vitality and many internal functions 
during childhood exclusively. At the age of 
eleven, twelve or thirteen, this gland com-

On the other hand, the thyroid gland, to- 
gether with the sex glands, lies dormant in a 
relatively inactive state during childhood 
while on the approach of adolescence these 
glands play an important part in the entire 
growth and metabolism of the body. 


The entire glandular system of the body 
may be somewhat compared to the bosses 
or superintendents of a gigantic factory. The 
glands do not do the actual labor of con- 
struction themselves but they supervise and 
guide every detail of the great body labora- 
tory. They are the activators, the stimula- 
tors, the guides to normal, co-ordinated func: 
tion. Without them, the body’s correlation is 
lost. Without them, the maintenance of good 
health is impossible. Their internal secre- 
tions, technically known as hormones, al- 
though but an infinitesimal portion of the en- 
tire body substance, nevertheless hold the 
reins of action governing each cell of the 
body. 

From this background you may readily 
understand the importance of these glands 
and the necessity for maintaining them in 
excellent health. 


During childhood the thymus gland and 
the sex glands are perhaps the most im- 
portant. An enlarged thymus is usually con- 
current with poor digestion and faulty elimi- 
nation. The treatment of this condition by 
means of the X-ray or radium is never justi- 
fied. We do not necessarily seek to reduce 
the size of the gland merely to have it con- 
form to the rest of the body. We are more 
concerned with the re-establishment of nor- 
mal function in such a case. Consequently, 
strong, destructive rays such as radium and 
X-ray, because of their tendency to atrophy 
this valuable structure, are more injurious 
than beneficial in so far as they destroy the 
function of this gland in the process of re- 
storing it to its normal size. 


Concerning the sex glands, especially in 
the boy, we sometimes are confronted with 
a condition where they fail to descend into 
the scrotal sack. During embryonic life, 
‘these glands are high in the abdomen. They 
then should descend into the pelvis and from 
there travel through what is known as the 
inguinal canal into the scrotum. Sometimes, 
especially in premature births, this descent 
is incomplete and this gland becomes lodged 
in the inguinal canal of the pelvis. 

During the first two, three or four years 
of childhood, no harm is done as they grow 
very little in size. It is merely that they 
are not in their proper locality. So far as 
is known, even though they have not 
descended into the scrotum, their function 
is unimpaired. However, beyond this age, 
function may be seriously retarded as con- 
siderable compression occurs in the canal, 
preventing their normal growth. 


For such conditions I would advise a 
manipulative technique which every osteo 
path and chiropractor knows—a technique 
which easily expresses the gland from the 
confined canal, If one does not succeed by 
the fourth or fifth year, I see no other al- 
ternative than surgery, in which the canal is 
split open and the gland pushed into the 
scrotum. 

There is much more which ought to be 
known about the ductless glands. We would 
then not encounter the great group of

Cod Liver Oil in Rickets 

The applauding of the “wonderful spe- 
cific” found in cod liver oil is dying out as 
the truth of its unnaturalness and poor 
substitution is being discovered. 7 

Care of the Body for years has con- 
demned it. Now the Journal of the Amert- 
can Medical Association prints the follow- 
ing article which casts a decided doubt on 
the much vaunted efficacy of cod liver ofl 
in rickets. The article is clear enough for 
the layman to understand that cod liver oil 
is most assuredly not the celebrated specif- 
le for rickets that it has been called in the 
past. 


“The discovery that nutritional disorder 
is the etiologic feature in the development 
of rickets, and the demonstration of some 
of the dietary and environmental factors, in 
contrast to endogenous agencies, concerned 
in the genesis of rachitic conditions are 
among the most notable contributions of re- 
cent experimental medicine. First of all, 
the diagnosis of the disorder at all stages 
has been made more precise through the 
aid that the newer knowledge of blood 
chemistry and roentgenologic technic of ex- 
amination have contributed to the more 
familiar routine of clinical observation. Sec- 
ondly, the contributory etiologic role of in- 
appropriate or inadequate mineral nutrients 
in the diet, -the effects of deficiencies of 
vitamin D—the specific antirachitic food es- 
sential—and the need of sunlight with its 
potent radiations in the ultraviolet region 
of the spectrum have become recognized. 
Furthermore, animal experimentation has 
been successfully called on to contribute to 
the elucidation of all aspects of the rickets 
problem. 

“Incident to this study it has happened 
that cod liver oil, long recognized as having 
antirachitic potencies, has been heralded as 
a veritable specific alike for the prevention 
and the cure of rickets. The widespread 
prevalence of this disease and the extreme- 
ly untoward consequences of its unchecked 
progress for the person involved have 
served to give unusual prominence to rick- 
ets in the mind of the layman as well as of 
the physician. Under the unfeigned encour- 
agement of the medical profession, child 
welfare agencies everywhere have preached 
the doctrine of the liberal administration of 
cod liver oil in infancy. The undoubted 
success in the large reduction of infantile 
scurvy as the result of educational propa- 
ganda has served to spur on the efforts of 
the promoters of public health. The public 
has been informed through numerous chan- 
nels, including even the legitimate lay ad- 
vertising in the sales promotion of manufac- 
turers. The antirachitic cod liver oil has 
taken its place with orange juice and other 
antiscorbutics among the desiderata of -chil- 


=. dren's dietaries. 


“Of this there can be little criticism. The 
time has arrived to take account of the hy- 
gienic accomplishments of the new procel- 
ures in the light of their claims. The im- 
portance of such control investigation of 
newly inaugurated health habits is well il- 
lustrated in connection with the effects at 
goiter prophylaxis. The relation of the 
malady to a deficiency of iodine has been 
clearly established. The preventive and cur- 
ative effects of small doses have likewise 
been demonstrated beyond question. But 
the consequences of umiue enthusiasms cre- 
ated by such knowledge and expressed in 
the universalization of administration of 
fodine by mass methods are beginning to 
raise protests on many sides. Hence it may 
be asked to what extent the promotion of 
the use of cod liver oil in infancy is on a 
basis that is defensible from every stand- 
point. Is it effective? Does it involve pos- 
sibilities of unsuspected harm? Is it worth 
while? Should it be modified in any way? 

“Evience is already available to suggest 
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that the highest expectations are not con- 
sistently realized. The commonest reac- 
tion to such reports is to question the dos- 
age or potency of the cod liver oil given. 
Since it has become possible to standardize 
the product through laboratory tests, there 
is less excuse for centering all criticism on 
the quality of the therapeutic agent em- 
ployed. Thus, Wilson’s study of New York 
infants, aged from one to three months, 
born in the spring and summer of 1924, re- 
ceiving graduated doses of from one-half to 
one ami one-half teaspoonfuls of a biologi- 
cally tested cod liver oil, revealed the devel- 
opment of clinical rickets in 91 per cent of 
the subjects. A more intensive study of 
forty-seven infants, aged from two weeks, 
born in the winter of 1925, receiving daily 


doses of one, two and three teaspoonsful of 


biologically tested cod liver oil, showed the 
development of clinical rickets in 68 per 
cent of the cases, as compared with 76 per 
cent of the control series of thirty cases. 
Ninety-seven per cent of infants born in the 
summer, and 91 per cent of infants born in 
the winter who received cod liver oil 
showed roentgenographic evidence of rick- 
ets, as did 97 per cent of the infants born in 
the summer, and 98 per cent of infants born 
in the winter who did not receive cod liver 
oil. There did not seem to be any relation 
between the degree of rickets observed and 
the amount of cod liver oil received. Fur- 
thermore, a comparison of the degree and 
incidence of rickets observed in infants re- 
ceiving and not receiving cod liver oil did 
not reveal any striking difference. Anoth- 
er significant feature of these New York 
patients is that the concentration of cal- 
cium and inorganic phosphorus in the serum 
of infants under five months of age with 
early clinical roentgenographic 
dence of rickets was within the normal 
range. This suggests that perhaps the rick- 
ets must be marked and of some duration 
to show regularly a. reduction of the inor- 
gante phosphorus in the serum.”

“A man believed to be Robert Noble Til- 
ton, of the Chesterfield Apartments, West 
One Hundred and Sixty-Eighth street, New 
York City, ended his life by Jumping from 
the Long Island Sound boat Gortuna some 
time last night. His body was washed 
ashore near Point Judith this morning. He 
was identified by a collar left in his end 
room. 

“His wife states that she can give no res- 
son for his act, but admitted that he had 
talked of suicide at breakfast, and had been 


suspiciously insistent about her paying his 


life insurance premium that day. 

“Business associates in the Hocking Lino- 
leum Company, 521 Beaver street., where he 
was an employee, say he seemed cheerful 
yesterday, but that he had been working 
under high pressure. He had complained of 
pains in his chest on several occasions, they 
“Mr. Tilton was High Treasurer of the 
Banner Lodge, and lodge officials stated that 
accountants have been placed on the books, 
following ‘a rumor that the deceased had 
been involved in stock-market and race-track 
gambling. He was forty-one years old.” 

Mr. Tilton read the story three slow 
times. Then he got up a bit unsteadily, 
went to the boat’s news-stand, and bought 
copies of all the New York, Boston, Fall 
River and Providence papers on sale there.

One of the 
daily picture-papers printed his picture, 
taken nine years before, in full lodge re- 
galia; he wondered how they had managed 
to purloin it from its frame in the living- 
room of his apartment. Under the picture, 
which was blurred and made him look slight- 
ly leprous, was a caption reading “Lodge 
Man's Lethal Leap. Why did Tilton do it? 

Another paper stated 
that “officials of the Hocking Linoleum Com- 
pany could not say if there was a shortage 
in the dead man’s accounts, but implied that 
an investigation would be made.

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State's Shipping Supremacy Is Attested 3 


LTHOUGH the statistician is in such 

bad repute with the average newspa- 

per reader that his meanderings 
through Hggerland“ usually go unread, it is 
nevertheless possible to serve up some in- 
teresting facts through statistics if the prop- 
er proportion of editorial condiments 
usel. 


For instance, California’s supremacy in 
the field of production and distribution of 
fruits, vegetables and melons is interesting- 


l and conclusively advanced through re- 


cent reports of the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics, United States Department of 
Agriculture. A careful study of the pre- 
liminary carlot-shipment figures show that 
California leads in this respect, contrib- 
uting 25 per cent of the nation’s supply of 
such commodities, moved by railromi, or a 
total of 241,949 carloads. The bureau also 
checks carlot unloads for thirty-six of the 
largest markets of the United States, and 
a little figuring brings out the interesting 


 4nformation that an average of 28 per cent 


— — — 


of their total carlot supply is produced in 
California. 


Ot greater significance to local egricul- 


turalists is the fact that the ten southern 
counties comprising agricultural Southern 


California produced and shipped last year 
approximately 94,000 carloads of the State 
total, or 40 per cent of all perishable pro- 
duction for intra and interstate movement 
credited to the fifty-eight counties of the 
Golden State. Southern California's 94,000 
cars represented 10 per cent ofthe nation’s 


total, also. The Imperial Valley, Southern 


California’s great vegetable specialty garden, 


alone shipped 28,494 cars of vegetables and 


melons, or 3 per cent of the United States 
total production of perishables moved by 
railroads, a creditable showing for a produc- 
ing district but twenty-four miles square. 

When considering these totals, it must be 
remembered, too, that California has sever- 
al large consuming centers supplied with 
perishables by truck, offsetting any argu- 
ments advanced by eastern producing dis- 
tricts that the majority of our productiton 
is ved by rail, while their produce is sold 
locally. Los Angeles alone takes approxi- 
mately 40,000 cars of produce which does 
not appear on government records, and San 
Francisco, Oakland and other towns take 
upward of 100,000 cars in the aggregate. 

California’s nearest competitor in carlot 
production in 1925 was Florida, which sent 
out but 82,486 cars of fruits, vegetables and 
melons, or 8.5 per cent of the nation's total 


WHERE CALIFORNIA LEADS 
Of the commodities reported on by the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics, Califor- 
nia leads in the shipment of fifteen. These 


are asparagus, cantaloupes, cauliflower, 


cherries, grapes, lemons, lettuce, miscellan- 
eous melons (honeydews, Persians, casabas) 
mixed deciduous fruits, oranges, dried 
prunes and prunes and plums (fresh). The 
Golden State also ranks second in the ship- 
ment of six commodities, including dried 
apples, dry beans, celery, mixed citrus fruit, 
peaches and green peas; and third in two 
crops, carrots and grapefruit. 

In the case of several commodities, Cali-

other crops which the Golden State ships 
in heavy volume. In 1925, California ship- 
ments of lettuce totalled 21,548 cars, accord- 
ing to preliminary reports, as compared 
with the total United States movement of 
30,935 cars. Of cantaloupes, California's 
1925 record was 16,502 cars, while the na- 
tion’s total was but 28,931 cars. It is inter- 
esting to note the volume of production of 
lettuce and cantaloupes in Imperial Valley 
as compared with total movement of these 
commodities throughout the country. This 
district in 1925 sent out approximately 10,- 
300 cars of lettuce and 13,400 cars of canta- 
loupes, which in percentage of the total 
United States movement is 26 and 40 per 
cent, respectively. 
Much interest is shown in compar- 
ative shipments of citrus fruits as be- 


tween the two chief producing States, Cal- 
ifornia and Florida. The bureau has the fig- 
ures all down in black and white. In 1925, 
California shipped approximately 47,240 cars 
of citrus fruits, while Florida sent out 43,556 
cars. California shipped 34,162 cars of or- 
anges as against 21,885 cars for Florida. 
However, Florida came back with grape 
fruit, sending out over 18,000 cars as 
against our small total of 435 cars. But 
California citrus growers have the last 
trump with lemofis, shipping 11,495 cars, 
the entire national production. 

The table attached to this article is val- 
uable in that it gives an idea of the States 
which are competing with California in the 
production of certain commodities. 

The Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
alos furnished interesting information 
through records of carlot unloads of 


principal cities of the country. For instance, 
we find that 24 per cent of the carlot fruit

The name “Sole- 
dad” is today applied, by most autoists at 
least, only to that part of the pass running 
off to the right at the fork, where Mint 
Canyon comes in from the north, the lower 
part, also generally going by the name of 
“Mint;” but for the purposes of this ac- 
count the old Spanish name is given the 
whole pass from its mouth to the “fork” 
and thence on to Acton. Most of the 
dwellers in the lower part of the pass, it ap- 
pears, would have it so, for to the old-tim- 
ers It in the canyon “Mint” is merely the 
name for a paved highway route to Ante- 
lope Valley.

Reciprocity in agricultural production is 

perhaps more apparent between the Corn 
Belt States and California than between 
any other sections of the country. While 
California looks to the Corn Belt for a big 
cereal supply for animal a human con- 
sumption, she supplies a g percentage of 
that section’s carlot fruit and vegetable sup- 
_ply. The main distributiffg center is Chi- 
cago, but that city itself takes a tremend- 
ous volume of our products. In 1925, un- 
load records show that the Middlewest me- 
tropolis drew 30 per cent of her carlot sup- 
ply from California, totalling 15,198 cars. 
Kansas City received 1861 cars, comprising 
19 per cent of her total carlot supply; Mil- 
watkee, 1620 cars, or 30 per cent; Omaha, 
1050 cars, or 25 per cent; Minneapolis, 2066 
cars, or 36 per cent; and St. Paul, gs cars, 
or 21 per cent: 

Markets nearer California, of course, took 
our products in larger quantities. However, 
there is a tremendous increase in volume of 
production in some of these districts, and 


time may see them self-dependent. In 1926, 


Denver received 1233 cars of California 
fruits, vegetables and melons which was 
23 per cent of her total unloads; Portland, 
Oregon, 2626 cars, or 56 per cent; 
City, 716 cars, or 46 per cent; Seattle, 1461 
cars, or 27 per cent ami Spokane 418, or 
30 per cent. Of course, California's two 
large cities are large consumers of Golden 
State products, although they draw some 
fruits and vegetables, mainly potatoes and 
apples, from other sections. Los Angeles 
used 9964 cars of California products in 
1926, or 66 per cent of her total unloads, 
and San Francisco, 10,176 cars, or 70 per

Bills and coins rained in 
the hat. Perhaps no one knew just how 
much the little family received. It is cer- 
tain it wouldn’t have taken a great deal 
to buy another such flivver.

The 
little man in overalls muttered his grati- 
tude in broken English; the wife, holding 
her screaming baby, wept. It was a touch- 
img scene, and revealing, but before we 
choke up over the incident, it might be fit- 
ting to repeat, in somewhat expurgated 


form, some remarks made by a farmer of 


the neighborhood who had been a witness 
to the accident. 


“What we want to know around here,” 


he demanded, “is why things like this hap- 
pen. The stages come tearing along past 


our crossroads like they ownéd the high-

Fertilizing Berries 

Animal manures are the best fertilizers 
for small fruits other than strawberries, ac- 
cording to J. H. Stahl, of the pomology 
division, State College of Agriculture.

The record of the babies will be interest- 
ing to those who hesitate on the question of 
raising baby chicks on account of the death 
rate. When the 600 chicks were two and 
three weeks old, but 2 per cent had been 
lost. They are still holding up as to per- 
centage of loss, although now many weeks 
older. When the former missionary 
stocked his ranch, he began as others in 


the vicinity have done by buying day-old , 


baby chicks. Last year, however, he decided 
to keep breeding pens. His baby chicks 
this year are from his own eggs, incubated 
for him at the local hatchery. 

While Mr. Neitz personally does a large 
portion of the work on the ranch, Mrs. Neitz 
is a valuable helper.

gus which develops under the slightly split, dn 
mushy husk may develop rapidly. 

Clean dropping of nuts from the husk is 
the ideal, and is encouraged by adequate 
moisture at harvest time, which, in most 
groves, means late summer irrigation. The 
ensuing harvest may well be speeded up, 
for figures submitted by Mr. LaRue indicate 
that the longer nuts remain on the tree 
and in the husk, the greater the prevalence 
of mold and discoloration. Moral: Early. 
rapid and frequent pickings mean brighter 
nuts, higher grades, earlier deliveries and 
sales, and more coin of the realm. 

As a last bit of advice, the speaker sug- 
gested that stick-tights, gleanings, and nuts 
which have evaded prompt picking for one 
reason or another, be dried, sacked and de- 
livered separate from the main crop. In 
this way the grade of the main delivery will 
not be lowered, and packing-houses will 
save the expense of excessive sorting. Poor 
stuff will be concentrated in small lots. 

MARKETING FACTS 


With the first speaker safely on base, 
Carlyle Thorpe, general manager of the Cal 
ifornia Walnut Growers’ Association, went 


ar. into action, and in his best manner, with 


nothing concealed up his sleeves, laid forth 
the facts concerning the 1925 crop sale, and 
discussed plans for the coming one. Less 
than one-haif of 1 per cent of the old crop 
remains unsold, and as many folk will tes- 
tify, there isn’t much aggravation to be 
generated out of sugh a percentage. The 
biggest crop in history is practically sold, 
amd at profitable prices—58,000,000 pounds, 
and quality poor, which meant work and 
worry all along the line. In January the 
outlook was gloomy. Buyers crabbed, and 
the association came right back at them 
with a proposition which started nuts 
a-moving once again. And now it’s nearly 
all history, thanks to superior salesmanship. 
A matter, of 12,000,000 pounds of nuts had 
to be put through the cracking plants, a 
whale of a job, just finished. Enough ker- 
nels were produced to feed an army, but 
these were also either sold outright or con- 
tracted for late summer and fall delivery. 
And the cost of the whole year’s job was 
only 5 per cent, including trasie discounts, 
advertising and general expense. A record 
indeed! It all sounded like a big job, well 
done, but the association isn’t satisfied, and 
the 1926 crop will see some striking im- 
provements. In the first place, contracts 
between growers, local associations and the 
central organization have been revamped 
and placed on a sound legal foundation, 
making membership a real privilege. Agree- 
ments are for fifteen years, but individuals 
and locals may withdraw during certain 
times of the year. However, in-and-out tac- 
tics were eliminated by @ provision which 
penalizes the withdrawing grower by not 
allowing him to re-join for at least two 
years. It’s a case of play ball or leave the 
lot. They'll all play ball. Eighty-four per 
cent of the State cro, participated in last 
year’s co-operative selling campaign, and 
there is no stronger organization of its kind 
in existence. 

In order to eliminate grief, and to give 
the consumer real quality, new grading 
rules and grades have been established. 
From the producer's angle there is greater 
fairness in the new system, for the man 
who puts out good stuff will be graded ac- 
cordingly. No longer will he be penalized 
for the sins of others. And then, just to 
prove to consumers that California walnuts 
are the ones to buy, and to ship one over on 
foreign nuts which have been passed off as 
California nuts by inference amd misleading 
labeling, a peg individual Diamond Brand 
trademark will be on each nut of 
top quality. 

“NICE TO LIE IN BED” 

This seemed to be the main idea with 
many wadnut trees along the southern coast 
this year, and Prof. W. H. Chandler of the 


— College of Agriculture and one of the fore- 


most pomologists in the United States, ex- 
plained just why trees failed to leaf out 
on time this spring. There are no practi- 
cal remedies to offer, for after all, the rest 

of deciduous trees, which is normally 
extended in California, is one of the funda- 
mental safeguards of the industry. Rest is 
broken by a shock such as cold weather, 
and foliation develops as soon after as 
warm temperatures occur. Now, if the rest 
were not profound, trees might bloom as 
early as January in this State, for there 
certainly is no scarcity of warm tempera- 
tures during our California winters. Should 
this happen, there’d be no end of loss from 
subsequent frosts. It is well when trees 


are not disturbed during winter. 
This year, a warm winter allowed them 
to slumber awakening

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spring. This explains why young 

po exhibited freak foliation to @ great- 

er degree this season than did older ones. 

This subject proved to be the most popular 

on the program, because it cleared up much 

confusion in growers’ minds, and was clear- 
ly presented. 

Then followed the usual tour to neighbor- 
‘img groves. This year a game of hide-and- 
seek was enjoyed, many of the visitors los- 
ing their bearings in the beautiful but 
strange Santa Barbara country. As a Pied 
Piper, the leading car seemed too elusive 
for the part. At last a reunion was et- 
fected, and field demonstrations were 
staged at three groves by W. B. Hooper, 
walnut specialist of the extension service. 
The subject was soil moisture. 

The first grove visited showed dire ef- 
fects of drought during recent years. Irri- 
gation was distinctly a negative quantity, 
and the grove looked it. Nothing but sec- 
ond-class firewood. The next place had re- 
ceived its first irrigation last year, and 
looked better. The third, irrigated regular- 
ly for several years, was in tip-top shape. 
That walnuts cannot safely stand dry-farm- 
ing was amply demonstrated. 

Time of application in relation to nut and 
tree growth was emphasized, together with 
the importance of deep moisture penetra- 
tion. The economical application of water, 
testing by means of the auger and the many 
related factors were all touched upon by 
Mr. Hooper, and the crowd dispersed, con- 
vinced that water is all-important in walnut 
culture. 


Joshuas in Full Dress 
This Season

VICTORVILLE.—The unique “Yucca” tree 
of the Mojave Desert, at its best on the 
Mesa just north of Mt. Baldy and on the 
west side of the Mojave River, was on 
dress parade this spring. Looking from 
‘the foothills of the Baldy range, a forest of 
bloom met the eye in every direction, on 
the Mesa ami the desert alike. The foliage, 
too, generally not good to look upon, has 
been fresh and green this year. 

The “Yucca,” known also as the Joshua 


tree, Yucca Palm, and Yucca Cactus, in full 
bloom means more than 
squirrel, chipmunk, rat, 


“looks” to the 
gopher and other 


animals, as well as the birds in this semi- 
arid section. The cluster of seed pods that 
form the bloom are filled with seed that 


furnish plenty of feed, even when other - 


sources of supply fail. Man also has his 
uses for the curious tree. The dagger-like 
leaves are bunched at the emis of the limbs, 
and when cut and placed about poultry or 
animal corrals, make a perfect protection 
against wild animal marauders. The wood 
is fibrous and spongy without grain, use- 
less for building purposes, but is particu- 
larly adapted to splint and artificial limb 
manufacture. It also serves for tree pro- 
tectors. The tree is found only in parts of 
the Mojave Desert of California. Southern 
Nevada, and Southwestern Utah. 

The Mojave Basin would look desolate in- 
deed without the Yucca, as it lives on and 
on however dry the season. To the nature 
lover, the Yucca tree is most interesting 
and wonderful, and really beautiful. To 
many, however, it seems only a strange 
grotesque growth unworthy of thought or 
attention.

The mixture of glycerine and water and 
1-500 bichloride of mercury and 1-500 cyan- 
ide mercury was used as a disinfectant for 
tools after each cut. As soon as winter 
came and leaves dropped several rounds of 
the orchard were made and all cankers 


were removed, the bark was scraped off and 


the wound disinfected. This spring when 
the new growth started continual watch 
was kept and all infected branches and 
spurs cut away, always 12 to 18 inches be- 
low the last trace of infection. At this 
writing there is practically no evidence of 
blight or great loss of wood in the orchard. 

Since the blight has been running there 
has been no winter pruning on this or- 
chard so that a good deal of wood can be 
cut off if blight again appears without seri- 
ously damaging the tree. 

It is the theory on the Ihmsen Ranch 
that a certain immunity is developed by 
trees after two or three years of blight 
running, so if an orchardist can save his 
trees through an epidemic, even though the 
expense be great, the returns will repay be- 
cause the neglected orchards will cut down 
the general. production for years to come. 

One of the most important points to be 
remembered in blight control, according 
to C. H. Godshall, manager of the Ihmsen 
ranch, is to cut back far enough. Many 
orchardists believe that if only a little 
tip or twig of a main limb is _ infect- 
ed it is unnecessary to cut back into the 
bigger wood, but in most instances where 
this plan is practised the tree will be event- 
ually lost, Mr. Godshall says. The tips of 
limbs and spurs do not ooze the contag- 
fous diseased sap, but a disease larger 
limb not cut back far enough, will infect 
an entire tree or many trees with the ooze 
which is picked up and deposited elsewhere

Walnut Growers Need 
Bigger Market

WHITTIER.—Dr L. D. Batchelor, field 
manager of the California Walnut Growers’ 
Association, spoke hefe recently before a 
group of business men and growers on the 
needs of the industry. Two problems, he 
said must be solved. The first is provided 
by the inroads of codling moth. The sec- 
ond is the matter of future marketing. 


Planting walnut trees should be consid- 
ered carefully, he stated, production in Cali- 
fornia having doubled about every ten years 
since the walnut became a commercial crop. 
Demand, the speaker said, has kept pace 
with proliction pretty well so far, but a 


time is coming when this will not be the 


case unless wider markets are secured. There 
are thousands of acres in walnut trees in 
France and Italy, it was pointed out, and 
exportation is favored from Italy in partic- 
ular because of cheap labor and light-col- 
ored meats. 

Los Angeles county, said Dr. Batchelor, 
has about 21.000 acres in walnuts, quite 
evenly divided between bearing and par- 
tlally bearing groves. Orange county has 
15,000 acres, 14,000 of which are bearing. 
Ventura county has about 22,000 acres of 
walnut trees, over half of which are not yet 
bearing. The requirements for “Diamond 
Brand” walnuts are to be raised still high- 
er in order to meet competition from for- 
eign Countries, the association man said.

It and the trees 
around the old Schabbell homestead are a 
refreshing sight after a hot, dry trip across 
the Mojave Desert and afitoists passing the 
ranch cannot but feel what a wonderful 
land California would be had more pioneers 
the State over had the Owens Valley set- 
tler’s love for trees. 

The eder Schabbell, a native of Germany, 
came to the valley fifty-two years ago, tak- 
ing up his residence in an old adobe house 
set in a little clearing in the brush and 
homesteading 160 acres. The property ad- 
joined the site of an old army camp estab-

of the region against the Indians. To this 


day the people of Independence speak of the 
area as the “Fort.” 

About the first thing the newcomer did 
was to plant out locust trees, for he seems 
to have realized the now generally recog- 


nized superiority of this tree for Owens Val. 


ley conditions. Some of those half-century- 
old trees are still flourishing and most of 
the shade trees on the place were set out 
thirty years or more ago. Curiously enough 
there was a good-sized English walnut tree 
back of the old adobe when the young Ger- 
man settled there. No one knows who 
planted it. This tree is a giant today. It is 
said to have borne good crops many times, 
although often “nipped” by frost and given 
a temporary setback. The pioneer toek 
care of it and as the years went by put out 
deciduous trees and a two-acre - vineyard. 
There are forty-year-ohi pear trees on the 
place that, although practically neglected 
for a “new” five-acre orchard of sixteen- 
year-old trees, are bearing regularly.

The old Schabbell home is one of the 
most interesting places of Owens Valley.

elder Schabbell homesteaded the ranch was . 


covered with siding ami served as the first 
wing of the long rambling house of today. 


The adobe itself is believed to be the oldest 


house standing in Owens Valley; the house 
as a whole is one of the oldest. Set a lit- 
tle back of it is an old storage house built 
over a stone cellar that dates back to the 
earliest days of the region. The whole place, 
in its wonderful setting of trees, resembles 
an od New England homestead more than 
a place of the West. It is occupied by Fred 
Schabbell, while his brother, Henry, lives 
acm.ss the roadway in a modern bungalow. 

The Schabbell brothers are more interest- 
ed in cattle raising than in any other 
branch of agriculture. With water from Oak 
Creek, they produce fine crops of alfalfa, to 
which ninety of the 160 acres of the place 
is given over. They have over 250 head of 
Shorthorn cattle, with four pure-bred bulls, 
all of which are now on mountain meadows 
at the foot of Mt. Whitney, where they

VAN NUYS.—One of the best apricot 
crops in the San Fernando Valley this sea- 
son is being gathered by R. L. Owens, who 
has an orchard at the corner of Sepulveda 
ami Burbank boulevards, Mr. Owens re- 
ports a fair yield this year, running from 
four to five tons to the acre, as compared 
with about eight tons an acre last year.
